Tiny Pine Tree. 


One of the most remarkable features 


of Japanese gardening is the way in 
which every plant and tree in a fam- 
ous garden will bo reproduced in min- 
iature, by a system ot' dwarfing which 
has been handed down from many gen- 
erations back. Every characteristic of 
a large tree will bo preserved, the foli- 
age, the color and the texture of the 
branches, nnd yet the minature copy 
will often be not more than from one 
to three feet high. Professor C. E. 
I'.essey tells of a case iu this com*ry 
in which nature has eclipsed the art of 
the Japanese. "While climbing Urron 
Mountain, near l.owdler. Col.. Pro- 
fessor KosSey found growing from :i 
civvico iu one of the rocks at tin- sum- 
mit a small pine tree, about ."i'/i inches 
high, and barely a <iuartor of an inch 
in diameter. It was uiibvauched and 
bore :i sin^rl.' terminal tuft of leaves. 
The tiny tree bad made a good tight. 
for existence aTuid Ihe inclemencies of 
its expired situation, for when it w,r< 
carefully rxnmined twenty-live distinct 
annual rings wero discovered. Sin h 
a case of natural dwarfing is almost 
unprecedeutid.

One thing which has made the admin- 


istration particularly anxious to have 
the treaty go through without any hand- 
tying resolution is the atlitude of Agon- 
cillo. He has been cabling to Agruinaldo 
that things were moving all right, and 
that before this week ended we should 
see a resolution passed which would 
guarantee the Philippine republic Its. 
rights. To have any of the resolutions 
passed, therefore, no matter how inno- 
cently woided, would. In the judgment 
of the administration, be a practical sur- 
render on ttie part of our government, as 
it would be followed by Aguinaldo's 
armed resistance to any further asser- 
tion of our authority in the Archipelago. 


Even though the treaty should fail of 


its necessary €0 votes on Monday, the 
administration thinks that the fact of 
the Senate's failure to adopt any reso- 
lution encouraging to the Philippine re- 
public's cause would have the normal ef- 
fect of depressing Aguinaldo's indepen- 
dent political vitality and making his\ 
submission to our authority a speedier 
matter. It would from that point of 
view be better, if necessary, to postpone 
the ratification of the treaty till an ex- 
tra session of the Senate next spring.

of the Penobscot log crop will be eaten 
up by the grinders and digesters, leav- 
ing little for the saws. 


I 
Of the several enterprises now proj- 


' ected by the pulpman. the most exten- 
sive is that which it is proposed to es- 


' i.ibhsh at Millmocket stream, near 
1 Xoreross station, on the line of the Ban- 


j gor & Aroostook railroad. Here, ac- 


cording to the plans as at present out- 
lined, a corporation is to erect a mill 
larger than any now in operation in 
Maine. It is said that the corporation, 
whith has been formed by a number of 
v f-althy men of Maine and other states, 
has obtained control of 20,000 to :0.000 
square acres of timberlands. and that 
they are about to purchase outright, or 
contract for the timber on se\eral addi- 
tional townships, the whole territory to 
be thus secured embracing about all the 
desirable timber in that section. 


A prominent Bangor lumberman and 


capitalist, speaking of this enterprise, 
said that the proposed pulp mill would 
eat up fully 20,000,000 feet of the West 
Branch spruce every year, or about 40 
per cent, of the total annual cut of all 
kinds of lumber on that large tributary 
of the Penob^cot. 


"It would make a big hole in West 


Branch lumbering operations," he said, 
"and eventually it would wind up the 
business on those waters." 


Although the ten itory from w hieh the 


supply of logs is drawn is very large, 
the lands, already depleted by the axe, 
fire, storms and various forms of decay, 
cannot long stand the drain caused by 
the pulp mills. 


The effect upon Industry of the sub- 


stituting of pulp making for lumber 
manufacturing on the Penobscot is A a- 
riously estimated. 
One lumberman 


says that as near as he can figure it out 
the pulp making alone would not give 
nearly as much employment nor distri- 
bute as much money to the w orkmg 
classes as would saw mills using- the 
Fame quantity of logs, but that w ith pa- 
par making associated labor would get 
about as much benefit from the r.ew in- 
dustry as from the old. 


There are now two paper mills on this 


river, connected with pulp mills, and 
they give about the same amount of em- 
ployment and disburse about the same 
amounts in wages as do sav% mills usins 
an equal quantity of logs. One thing to 
be considered, however, is that should 
pulp and paper making take the place 
of saw mills the occupation of a large 
fleet of coasUng vessels would begone, 
pulp and paper being shipped by rail 
and steamei exclusively. 


The lumbering operations of this river 


are progressing well, and the new crop 
of logs will be well ovei 10,000,000 feet. ' 
There are 8,000.000 feet of the old logs 
left in Grand Lake booms from last sea-

SKATING WITH MESSAGES. 


A BANNOCK BKLI.F. 


The Indian agent at Fort Hall, Ida- 


ho, who has charge of the Bannocks, 
sent the native police to gather in 
the pupils for the school which the 
government maintains there for In- 
dian children. 
The Indians do not 


take kindly to education. Nine out 
of every 
ten Indian fathers 
would 


rather see their sons and daughters 
work than study books. Working has 
long been placed under 
the ban. by 


these wily Indians. 


It is the customary thing for an In- 


dian ageat to arrest the copper skinned 
youngsters of school age and bring 
them to the font of knowledge 
by 


force and arms. 


Lieutenant Irwin, who has charge of 


the Bajmock reservation, which cen- 
ters around Fort Hall, was much an- 
noyed by the habit the young Ban- 
nocks had^of proclaiming that 
the 


young girllT were their wives. 
He 


sent the Indian police out to bring in 
the children, for the school house had 
been ncv.ly whitewashed and a fresh 
consignment of books had been sent by 
the government. The police found an 
Indian girl who had attended school 
the year befoif. She was sitting at 
the door of a lepno in all the dignity of 
her fourteen ^e^rs. 


"No study," she said defiantly. "Me 


married now." 


The police immediately placed her 


tinder arrest, in accordance with the 
amiable custom with regard to school 
children. 
That caused trouble right 


away. 
The young Bannock who in- 


sisted that he was the girl's husband, 
assisted by half a hundred of 
his 


tribesmen, attacked the native police 
•and took away the girl. The police 
returned for reinforcements. 


The girl was recaptured and three 


of the ringleaders of the rioters were 
arrested and placed in school. 
The 


girl, 
lUie Shakespeare's 
schoolboy, 


•went unwillingly to hoV lessons. 


The yoimK Bannocks seem to have 


been abetted by the older squaws in 
this conspiracy to keep the girls from 
attending school. In the encounters 
several of the police wore injured and 
many a young Bannock is going about 
with a sore head. 


Lieutenant Irwin found that the Fort 


Hall school was in danger of being 
broken up. He repoited to the Com- 
missioner for Indian Alfairs, who in 
turn sent word to the War 
Dapart- 


yient. The result of it all was that 
Troop P., of the Fointh cavalry, ar- 
rived at Fort Hall and began the work 
of pacifying 
the 
Bannocks. 
That 


means that the ringleaders of the riot 
will be placed under arrest and that 
the chillren will go to school, if need 
be, between files of horsemen. 


It is necessary to arrest most of the 


Bannock children which the govern- 
ment wishes to be educated. 
After 


the process of education is completed 
the children go back to their parents 
sell the clothes which have be?n giver 
to them and relapse 
into 
savagery 


There is an excellent school

reservation, with four teachers.
